Lexington Goebelites Appealed Case 
to Higher Court. 



An election case that has long agitated 
the politics of Kentucky and enlisted 
the Interest of lawyers throughout the 
country, has Just reached the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, the 
record having been tiled In Cincinnati 
yesterday morning. 

It is the case of the United States vs. 
John J. McKenna and J. It. Kyan, and 
le an appeal from Judge Cochran's 
Court sitting at Frankfort. 

At the general election of November 
6, 1000, when state and National officers 
were to be eleoted, the defendants were 
officers of election at Lexington. 

After the result was announced there 
were loud cries of fraud and intimida- 
tion and the Federal Grand Jury had its 
attention directed to the matter. 

The defendants were Indicted on two 
counts, ono of allegedly Intimidating 
and the other of obstructing the right 
of franchise of a number of colored 



In the faeoond count it was charged 
that they opened the polls late, wrote 
the names of voters slowly, asked un- 
necessary questlona, held pretended 
converaattons and absented themselves 
from the polling place. 

The trial ocoupled much time after a 
demurrer had been overruled that no 
offense against the laws of the United 
States was charged, and a verdict of 
guilty found. It Is from this that an 
appeal le taken. 

The defendanta are mem of promi- 
nence and thu attorneys engaged among 
the leaders of the Bar, one for the 
defendants being former Governor W.

Whut 
wns in reality the pioneer passenger railroad of thi* country 'vhs the Bal- 
timore it Ohio. They first section of this wa» completed in the summer of 
1830. and though it had been built as a hor»e car line. Peter Cooper, who 
had built a locomotive after his own plana, secured a trial of it on this 
line, and it proved a success. Thi* locomotive was called the Tom Thumb. 
On November 2. of the same year, the South Carolina railway waa opened 
for traffic with the locomotive. "Best Friend." as the motive power.
